ART. XLV. — Recollections of Five Days in Tenerife. By 
WirrraM CHRISTY, JUN. 


A PARTY having been formed among some of the visitors at 
Madeira, for the purpose of making a short trip to Teneriffe, 
a vessel was accordingly chartered.
